The CHAIRI\1A.N (Poland) ( translation from French ); It is my sad duty to 
announce the loss that our Conference has just sustained through the death of Mr* 
Narayanan, Deputy to the Special Representative of the Secretary-General of the 
United Nations* Mr. Narayanan^ who sat on the Chairman ^s left^ was a man of 
eminence in his great country, a talented international official v/ho for the 
last three years had devoted himself, in the United Nations Secretariat, to the 
question of disarmament • He had represented the Secretary-General at conferences 
concerned vfith the cause which has brought us together here* His loss will be 
felt by us all . 

On your behalf, I wish to convey the deepest sympathy of the members of the 
Committee to the family of the deceased, to Mr. Loutfi, the Special Representative 
of the Secretary-General, to the Secretary-General, to the members of the Indian 
delegation, and to the Government of the Republic of India.

¥e were deeply shocked and Scaddened by the nev/s of the sudden loss of our 
colleague and friend, Mr. Narayanan. It had been our privilege to come to have a 
special admiration and respect for him because of his great service over a long 
period of time to the Conference on the Discontinuance of Nuclear Yfeapon Tests. As 
you yourself indicated, Sir, he was an international civil servant of the highest 
dedication, a man of great character, a man of great talents, with a selflessness 
which fitted easily in with his role as an international civil servant. 

Since he was international, he belonged to us all, but \tq are aware of the great 
country that contributed him to our service, and we join you. Sir, in expressing 
condolences to India and to his family, and to the Secretary-General and the United 
Nations.

Mr. GRQMIKO (Union of Soviet Socialist Republics) ( translati on from 
Russian); It is very sad not to see Mro Narayanan among us this morning. His 
passing is a grievous loss to the United Nations Secretariat. The Soviet 
delegation wishes to convey its deep sympathy to the family of Mr. Narayanan, to 
the delegation of the Republic of India, and to the Indian Government.
